Judge Taylor urged the con- 
vention not to sacrifice the assurance 
of increased appropriations tor the river 
by an attempt to reach the unattainable.

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DEADLY CLHMS 
OR CRIMINALS 


Dr. Ravenal Favors Inoculation 
of Ven Dosmed to Die, 


He Regrets Refusal of Authorities 
To Permit Sxperiment on Con- 
demned Men—Interesting Mat- 

ters Discussed by Health 
Associacion. 


Washineton, October 28.—The American 
Pure Health Association today further 
considered the infection of human bodies 
with animal tuberculosis and listened to 
several papers relating to the collection 
and disposal of garbage. 

In discussing the former subject Dr. 
MP. Ravenal, of Philadelphia, took 
under the question: of “Tuberculosis on 
Its Transmission from Man to Animals 


and from Animals to Man, 4s Well as 
Accidental! Inoculation.’ He regretted 
the disinclination of federal and state au- 
thorities to permit criminals condemned 
to death to be inoculated with tubercule 
germs ip the interest of science. He said 
he was sure that a man condemned to 
die would most willingly take his chances 
of contracting tuberculosis as against 
electrocution or hanging. He emphatic- 
ally controverted the common theory 
that dry sputum is the underlying cause 
of tubercular infection,. and. said that 
there is absolutely not one whit of <vi- 
dence that it ever caused a single case 
ef tuberculosis in mankind. He pro- 
duced numerous statistics showing 
bovine tubercular infection of human be- 
ings, and said that the bovine tubercu- 
lar bacillus is extremely more virulent 
than that of human beings. He cwun- 
cluded by urging that every precaution 
should be taken by the association as 
sanitarians for the protection of the food 
supply as derived from cattle. 

The garbage reported 
through Rudo!ph’ Herring, C. E., of New 
York. The recommendation was made 
that each city should study the question 
as related to its own special conditions. 
Sprinkling, frequent sweeping and re- 
moval in covered carts were suggested as 
the most practical remedies.

“Purification of the Water Supply.” 
formed the subject of a paper by Mar- 
shall Layton, of the geological survey. 
He called attention to the great sanitary 
benefit resulting from filtration works, 
and home filters. There is sufficient evi- 
dence, he said, that material reduction 
of the danger of typhoid will follow the 
adoption of filtration plants, provided 
they are properly built and operated with 
due care. 

A number of highly technical papers on 
the subject of yeuow fever occupied the 
balance of the afternoon. The report 
of the committee on the etiology of yel- 
low fever was presented by Dr. John W. 
Ross, United States navy. He showed 
that the paramount problem 
with yellow fever is conveyance by 
mosquito, The report recotamends a 
closer study of the hibernation of the 
insect and especially infected females to 
determine what proportion of them sur- 
vive an ordinary winter in the gulf 
gtatee; whether such as survive retain 
their power of transmitting yellow fever; 
whether the mosquito is capable of ac- 
climatization in environments unfavor- 
able to the immigrant mosquit0, and also 
the distance across water that this insect 
is aerlally conveyed.

PRISONERS GET 


RIGHT TO SMOKE 


Innovations Effected at Fed- 
eral Prison by the 
Warden, 


Warden Mover has instituted a new or- 
der of things at the federa] prison, and 
one in particular that is a great innova- 
tion, that of permitting the prisoners to 
smoke in their cells from 6 o'clock in the 
evening until 9. All that this means to 
those who live in the outside world can 
hardly be appreciated unless it is by the 
man whoge doctor has ordered him to 


stop smoking. 

Many of the prisoners who were given 
this privilege have not smoked for years, 
or since their incarceration. The smoking 
privilege has been granted only to those 
who work outside on the wall or the 
truck farm. Yesterday there was a big 
invoice vf tobacco, pipes and smoking 
material which was being assigned to 
the occupants of the different cells. This 
tobacco is paid for by money revelved 
from friends or money of their own. A 
of chewing tobacco Is 
provided for by the government and is 
distributed twice a week. 

A new change has been made in the 
matter of the prison wall. Originally this 
was to inclose a space of about sixteen 
acres. The inclosure has now been changed 
to include twenty-six acres. The wall 
will be 30 feet In height a . constructed 
by sections. The work will be principally 
done by the prisoners under the direction 
of masons and a superintendent, and it 
is expected will require years in the 
building. 

By building the wall in_ sections, 
however, it will be possible for the mak- 
ing of inclosures in the shape of quad- 
rangies that as soon as con.pleted will 
provide a place for outdoor exercise by 
the inmates. 

The first of these sections was com- 
menced several months ago, and is being 
rapidiy pushed forward. Some 160 men of 
the 423 prisoners are engaged in this 
work.

The trial today was made 
with the. customary two runners to set 
the pace and the forward sulky carried 
a wire dust screen. As the horses drew 
near the last eighth pole the epeed of 
the little mare was so terrific that Mr. 
Billings drew her from behind the for- 
ward sulky, driven by Doc Tanner, and 
the finish was made in a drive with 
the two runners alongside of the trotter 
and all three horses flashing under the 
wire the barest noses apart.

The latest figures show that 
Great Britain has absorbed more of the 
trade with Cuba which Spain formerly 
monopolized than any other country; but 
even Spain is ahead of the United States 
at this time in exports to Cuba of some 
grades of cotton goods, particularly those 
made by the southern mills. 

The last bulletin of the burean of sta- 
tistics on Cuba contained this statement: 

“In 190! the exports from .ne United 
States to Cuba of cotton goods amounted

HANSON ON THE EXHIBITS. 


Major Talks About Agricultural Dis- 
play at State Fair. 

Macon, Ga.. Octoher 28.—(Sreciel.)\—As 
rerorted by The Constitution's regular 
correspondent at this point. Major J. F. 
Hanson made a canital sneech on vester 
day in advocacy of a Georgia building 
at St. Louis that would reflect credit upon 
the state. 

Major Hanson is nothing if not practi- 
cal. He is one of the very best informed 
men in the entire country. He put in 
motion what will be known as the Macon 
movement which looks to $50,000 for a 
building, properly equipped, at St. Louls. 

Approached today and asked as to the 
impression made upon him by the agri- 
cultural exhibits at the state fair, Major 
Hanson said: 

“In view of the appearance Of our farms 
as we look at them from the highways, 


we are filled with wonder at the agricul- 


tural exhibits at the state fair. There 
must be a wide difference in the methods 
employed in general agriculture and those 
by which these special results Were ob- 
tained. 

“In our cotton mills continued improve- 
ment in machinery and methods is nec- 
eSsary to cheapen cost by increased pro- 
duction, upon our railroads, improved 
road beds, motive power and equipment 
are indispensable to net results. On an 
average, farm products, manufactured 
articles and transportation rates will re- 
main about the same, or probably de- 
cline. What the cotton mills and rail- 
roads are doing to increase profits by 
improved methods and appliances, is nec- 
esSary to be done on the tarms. We must 
get larger results from improved farm 
improvements, better cultivation and in- 
creased production per acre. This is not

MEN SHOT TO DEATH 
IN BILBAO STREETS

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Fierce Rioting Occurs in the Spanish City--Foreign 
Consu's Demand Protection for Ships in Port. 
Troops Guarding the Banks. 


Bilbao, Spain, October 28.—During the 
fighting which took place in the street 
here this afternoon, five strikers were 
killed and a large number were wounded 
%he troops are guarding the banks and 
public buildings and are using strategic 


| positions through the city in order -to 


prevent the massing of strikers. 

As a result of the menacing situation 
the foreign consuls early in the day de- 
manded from the military authorities 
protection for the ships of their national- 
ities now in port. 

Serious fighting occurred between 
troops and strikers at intervals duriug 
the morning. Many persons, including 
a captain, were wounded. In yesterday's 
rioting a woman was killed and a score 
of people were wounded, 


Troops Ready for Mob. 

Madrid, October 28.—General Velasco, 
the military commandant at Bilbao, tele- 
graphs the government that at daybreak 
this morning the garrison occupied all 
stratebgic positions with the view of pro- 
tecting the banks, public buildings, fac- 
tories and markets and especially the 
which 
the rioters seem determined to attack. 

General Velasco reports that the cav- 
alry repeatedly charged the rioters in 
the old part of the city. Some of the 
rioters were killed and many wounded. 
Revolvers and stones and other missiles, 
General Velasco acads, were used by tne 
rio.ers in their struggle with the sol- 
diers. The principal railways are under 
the protection of the troops. Trains con- 
tinue to run though with extreme cau- 
tion.

De Constant Says Anglo-French 
Treaty Is First Step. 

Paris, October 28.—Baron 4d’Estour- 
nelles de Constant addressed the aroil- 
tration group of the chamber of depu- 
ties today on the results of the arbitra- 
tion movement. He said the Anglo- 
French treaty was only the first step. 
Denmark was now seeking arbitration 
without lmitations and France would 
probably concede Denmark's’ wishcs. 
Treaties will be signed between Denmark 
and Norway and Sweden. 

Concerning Great Britain, 
remarked: 

“Her most responsible officials have 
made categorical declarations to me that 
the arbitration convention was only one 
of three ends desired, the second being 
a general ‘iquidation of al] outstanding 
difficulties and the third an agreement 
providing for the limitation of navy ex- 
pense.
